the birds eat the bugs, and it fre­ 
quently takes a great variety of 
birds to disturb the serenity of a 
varying quantity and degree of 
bugs. 
Whether it be fashion, foible <*r 
a natural cruelty, man slays the 
little feathered whirlwind of color, 
and hat and appetite are alike sat­ 
iated and the crimson drops from 
a myriad of tiny warblers, and the 
soft down of a million rounded 
breasts is rumpled and crushed in 
death. 
Now comes the David of 
science and investigation, 
who 
thunders the propaganda that the 
birds must be spared if the crops 
be saved. 
The boll weevil this 
year killed cotton squares and de­ 
stroyed other vegetation to the 
value of over $75,000,000 in Texas 
alone. 
What about the birds? 
Their job was very much in evi­ 
dence. 
Where were they? 
Ask 
the pot hunter, the trapper, and 
don’t forget the small boy—all 
deadly enemies.

were trying to save the district. 
The 
cooperage plant of 
Arbuckle 
Bros, is an 
old fashioned

brick building. It was filled from top 
to bottom with material for making 
barrels, trite refuse from the carpenters 
work, old barrels and loose odds and 
ends of lumber.
